Evolution Affects 
Culture Attitudes 
Society Concludes 

Dr. Hu$kin$ Open$ Dhcus- 
aion on Evolution at 
Philofophical Society 

'jpiïE IMTORT.WOE of evolution 
in modem life discussed 
at a meeting of the PhtiosophlcM 
Society held last evening in strath- 
cona Hall. Tlic meeting was oiwu- 
cd by the President, Harold Vcr- 
r.on, who unvc a. rejjort of the 
National Suùo:»t Peace Confer- 
ence m 'IVironto, Dec. 30 - 31, nt 
which the Society was represented. 
The roi.w; suuiniarizod the own'..-, 
.it the Confcroiiov- and dealt with 
tlio spsakors' speeches delivered o:> 
various topics .%nd the dcclsloa-! 
reached. 

Tlw discussion on Evolution w.\s 
opened by Dr. Huskins. He traced 
the changes in scientific and eco- 
nomic thought produced by the 
theories of Darwin and later biol> 
og'sts. Tlie fin» contribution of 
evolution was that it had taught 
■15 to think in terms of flux and to 
discard static conoepta. "As such," 
Dr. Huskins stated, "eralutlon has 
become part of the thought of 
an educated people." An interest- 
ing itppUcation of this was to be 
found in economic thought; econ- 
om'sts tended to think in terms of 
a development and "evolution" of 
institutions. For philosophy the 
lessen ras coas'dered to bà tljat it 
taught IB "to seek- not what 
might happsn but v/hat does hap- 
pen.- 

■f'arlons Definitions Ad\-anced 

In the disc'ossion •s-hlch follo'^ied 
i::cl in Tliich many of the mem- 
bîrs participated, an attempt was 
made to. arrive Ut the basic mean- 
ing of Bvolut'on. Dr. Hendel de- 
veloped the vio7,- th&t Increased 
cpeelallzatiun of the organism by 
no :r.eii:'s, entailed ah;, faicrea.sed 
adaptability. It was precissly the 
lack of opecialisatlon In a r.pecies 
BUcîi as man that eiiliancod this 
ability to .'u.'-.-lve. Sc.-cral of the 
atudcn'-î in biology who were 
present emphasljsed that that evo- 
lution must in all cases Involve u 
ointinuous L'ro*'th in complexity 
of organlaation gi"/lng greater ca- 
pacity for udaptivencss. 

Social Evolatloç Cimsldercd 

From this point, the dlscus-ilon 
veered off into a study of the s'g- 
nlflcanoe of evolution for society. 
Dr. Fulton doulited v,'lieth«r evolu- 
tion had ofi such any Hjwcial sig- 
nificance for the social ecienccs.

"Atoms and Eleciron.V was the 
topic trcilod by Dr. DavW A. Keys, of 
!ho Physio.-. Department of I.tcOIll, 
bcfovo II ci\i)ivclty audience a', the 
Mocliiuilo.s Itwlltutc lB.st nlglit. After 
tracing the modern <tonccptlo:i of this 
constitution of malterf to the \'cry 
days wlien the Orceks concluded that 
substances dtMJontlnuous, the siMnkvr 
de.'wrlbe<l hi detail Mcndelceff.-i Per- 
iodic Table. 

Dr. Keys, with tl»e help of an clec- 
troscoi>e, then slm'ed that there are 
two kind.', of electrification, namely 
resinous or negative electricity and 
vltroua or positive electricity. Ilavli;;! 
dlsciBscd the action of the clretro- 
phorus and Oalvaul's experiments with 
frogs' legs, the lecturer explained the 
action of the electrolytic cell and tl:e 
plienomcnon of Ionization. Every atA>m 
has the stimc kind of electric charge 
Electricity, like matter 1% dLwntinu- 
ous, and is not proi»rtlonal to the 
mass of gas liberated. 

Tbompton Experiment 

The siicaker then showed an experi- 
ment first oondueted. by ITiompson 
An electric current vtis passed tlirough 
glass tubes each ' containing a gas in 
the free state. The sides of the tubes 
were seen to be phosphoresce. ITils, 
the speaker explained, was due to a 
bombardment of electrons against the 
sides of tlie tubes.- * 

Thompson subjected electrons to^ 
electric and magnetic fields of foi-ce 
and he later balancpd the oiTeot that 
they had on Uie electfoiw jw'a result 
of these experihient'i^hc wa.$ able to 
detcnnlno tlie ratio of the charge to 
the mass. By v,-atching the effects of 
the electrons, for one cannot observe 
an electron directly, he • found that 
the charge in one electron was the 
same as tliat on the hydrogen atom, 
the smallest mass of any atom. The 
electron is a coni^titucnt of every atom 
and tlic iMSltive chai'ge . is associated 
with the heavier of the atom. 

Rutherford found that the positive 
nucleus is much smaller than the 
diameter of tlio atom and that it Is 
very much at the centre. Dy bombimi- 
Ing gas molecule;! with llectrons, he 
Showed that the number of electrons

That the work of librarians, puriicu- 
iarly that of tne Eedpath Librarians, iï
